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Liberty of Teaching in Social Sciences. — An address on this 
subject was delivered by David Snedden, of Teachers College, 
Columbia University, before the New York Academy of Public 
Education, January 25, 1921, and is reported in School and 
Society for February 12. The problems involved are discussed 
with considerable concrete illustration. Much of the discussion 
would be applicable to college conditions.
